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The Software Platform includes: 

1 ) A software too! for creating a mobile data 
model associated with data from the 
enterprise software system; 

2) An integration module responsive to the 
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module has access to the mobile data 
module; and 

3) A connection module responsive to mobile 
computing devices 
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The First Computing System includes: 

1 ) an integration unit to access a back-end 
application of the first enterprise network and 
a data model that references at least one 
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2) a connection unit responsive to mobile 
computing devices (at least one mobile 
computing device having access to data 
model) 
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
